TV'ill He Sfint to tlio T^effislature. 
The question which now confronts the 


farmers of,the Middlesex North is "what is 
the meaning of this tuberculosis scare?:t Is 
it a fraud? or "what, the d— Is it?" 


To listen to tlie remarks of genuine 


farmers, such as compose the Middlesex 
North Azricultum] society one would infer 
that the commissioners appointed to look 
after and kill cittlc diseased with tubercu- 
losis are exceeding their authority or else 
the law regarding the animals thus affected 
is decidedly uu just. 


The Middlesex North society advertised 


a meeting to be held yesterday in the Citi- 
zen's committee room to sec if. the society 
will voto to build a grand sland and a 
Ijuiltliug or buildings for cattle pens, or 
either of them upon its fair grounds, ac- 
cording to plans proposed or otherwise, 
and authorize its treasurer to borrow a suf- 
ficient sum of money to pay for the same. 


At the appointed time yesterday there 


was no quorum present and no business 
could be transacted. 
Jt 
was agreed 


to wait a whiln however, until a ntiorum 
could be obtained. The necessary number 
was present before adjournment and it was 
voted to raise $:W()0 for a. new grand sland 
and other necessiiry repairs. 


During the interval between the ap- 


pointed hour and the time when a quorum 
appeared the subject of the tuberculosis 
microbe and bacteria scare was broached 
by a member and a more timely subject 
could not he introduced, Cot 
1 a majority of 


those present are farmers and were such 
long before tho tuberculosis fail had its 
birth, 
ft is needless to say that the sub- 


ject lacked men to discuss it. 
Among 


those who spoke on the subject were 
Francis Jewell, K. T. liowell, Joshua 
Clark, W. L. Gordon, Lawrence Felker 
and others. 
Mr. Eowell represented C. J. 


Hood, and said that Mr. Hood feared that 
some of his most valuable cattle would be 
slain hy the comumslouers and that the 
state would not by any means pay him the 
monoy they cost him, 


"The argument used was in a nutshell, a 


protest against the wholesale slaughter of 
cattle supposed to be diseased,and the only 
thing asked for was that the te.st of the 
disease be made on the milk and not on 
cuttle, for now if a cow is affected 
with 


tuberculosis in the throat or in any portion 
of tlie body it is generally killed, although 
the disease may not he serious. 


.Said one member very truly: 
"If we 


weru to examine everything we cat through 
a microscope, before eating it, we would 
not taste a thing until starved lo il, for it 
is impossible to find anything not affected 
with some disease or other." 
Nearly all 


of tbe 
cattle and hogs killed have some 


little irregularity 'In their liver or lights,' 
and yet we eat them and are benelited 
rather than Injured." 


The member who said this is a reputable 


farmer and knows whereof he speaks. 


"Dr. Koch's remedy for consumption." 


said another member "was tried and found 
a failure, yet now we have the old disease 
under a new name and in my opinion, thp 
bacteria and tuberculosis scare is all a 
farce. 
Why there are bacteria in the air 


and when we go out we inhale them, and 
yet we are enjoying good health." 


"In the old days.1' Bald another member, 


"the owner generally killed his cow and 
buried it when it waa sick. 
Nowadays, an 


inspector pick? out a cow, calls it infected 
and administers t u b e r c u l i n , 
The state 


pays SO cents D. cow for tuberculin and in 
nine cases out of. ten the owner loses his 
cow besides. A farmer is a good judge of 
cows and knows when they are ill without 
the aid of a commissioner, tuberculin or 
anything else." 


The members fook up the remarks of the 


speaker 
above mentioned and 
further 


discussed the practice of injecting tubercu- 
lin into affected animals. Tuberculin ex- 
cites the disease if the animal is sufferins 
from it and the farmers claim that when it 
is injected into healthy cows as has fre- 
quently been done, it brings oil the disease 
and in the end the farmer loses a cow 
which otherwise would have lived long and 
given good milk. 


At the conclusion of the meeting it was 


decided that the law in regard Lo the mut- 
ter was not what, it should be and a com- 
mittee consisting of F.. T. Howell P. P. 
Pet-ham, Francis Jewell, Joshua Clark, 
.Mr. Marslon was appointed to petition the 
legislature to modify the law regarding the 
treatment of cattle iufectetl 
with tub- 


erculosis.

Fultcd StBt<-n Won't Allow Spain to Dolly 


V.'ith tbe Tarlfl' QaeatloD. 


"WAsniNGTOK, Dec. Bb.—Tho gorernment 


of .Spain, In an earnest desire to avert the 
threatened tariff warfare between Cuba 
and tho United States, has under serious 
and favorable, consideration the cession ta 
Cuba of the privilege of arranging hoi own 
revenue budget, including tariffs with the 
United States. This Cuban budget is to 
bo subject to tho approval o£ Spain, 


The negotiations now progressing at 


Madrid are partly on these lines, but the 
etato clepartTncnt authorities are proceed- 
ing nevertheless wibh their retaliatory 
plane, as they do not believe Spain's con- 
cessions to Cuba can ho carried out and 
mado beneficial to us for some months to 
come. The significance of the matter in 
it? commercial and political aspects is 
fully realized. 


It is said that Spain will be careful not 


to relinquish her sovereignty over the 
island, nor to permit this to bccomo tho 
first step toward Cuban independence. 
1'or that reason, the contemplated prlvi- 
InrTo will not lucludo full "home rule." 
There will be no Cuban parliament, with 
independent authority to make laws, sim- 
ilar to Canada's colonial system under 
Groat Britain. 


On the contrary, the frcnernl purpose is 


to {jive Cuba advisory powers. Tho local 
ofTiuials v.-ould take up tho economic neces- 
sities of the island, estimate tlie needed 
revenue from tariff duties and advise the 
Spanish government of duties that should 
bu levied and 
of other measures which 


ou^ht to be dono ill order to secure the 
best results for the island. While Spain 
would thus retain complete soyercisruty 
over Cuba, both commercial and political, 
it id suptrestcd that tho home government 
would, as a rule, approve Cuba's revenue 
bud^oc with tho United States. 


In the present tension between Spain 


and the United States, the Cubans are so- 
licitous of retaining their American mar- 
ket on sugar, and it is urged that for this 
reason the. local oiricmls undoubtedly 
would advise n lowering of tariff duties 
against the United States, nnd it is be- 
lieved Spain's approval would almost cer- 
tainly follow.

HOTV to Remove MotU Fatcheg. 


A common prescription is one large 


pill of taraxacum four nights ill tho 
week, sometimes for a period of months. 
Tho diet must bo regulated to secure 
good digestion. Then apply a prescrip- 
tion inado up of elder flower ointment, 
an 
ounce, and 
sulphate of zino, 20 


grains. This should be miiedwell, rub- 
bed in at night aud washed off in tho 
morningwith plenty of soap and water. 
When the moth patches aro removed, a 
wash should be used regularly to pre- 
vent their return. A good lotion for this 
purposo contains 2 drams iodine of po- 
tassium, an ouucoof glycerin and a pint 
of rainwater. It should bo applied with 
a soft sponge.

This course IE justified by many of tho 


Republican loaders on the ground that 
their party is not responsible for tho 
affirmative legislation.

partisan point of view this Is considered 
good politics; but some of the Republi- 
cans lira inclined to boliove thnb such a 
course Is nut very patriotic, inasmuch as ib 
would bo an evasion of the responsibility 
shared by every representative, and would 
prolong the general financial and com- 
mercial distress merely that partisan ad- 
vantage might be secured.

Some oC tho Democratic mombera of the 


banking and currency committee?, includ- 
ing Spcrry of Connecticut and Culberson 
of Texas, have under consideration a bill 
to provide for tho funding of G!IQ green- 
backs and United States treasury notes 
now outstanding by the issuo of bonds 
running 26 years at 2^" por cent. 


Culberson, who Is chairman of the house 


Judiciary committee, sbrongly favors the 
funding oC greenbacks and treasury notes, 
the aggregate of which is ?500|000,000;

WASHINUTON, Dec. Uto.—Tho government 


of Spain, la an earnest dosiro to avert tha 
threatened tarif! wurfara botween Cuba 
and the United States, h»s under serious 
iLiid favorahle ccDsldoration the cession to 
Cuba of tho privilege of arranging her own 
revenue budget, Including tariffs with tho 
United States.

COTF TVIfly Give Good Mllk—Commltteo 


"Will lie Sent to the Legislature.. 


The question which now confronts the 


fanners of.the Middlesex North is "what is 
the meaning of this tuberculosis scare?" Is 
It a fraud? or "what the d— Is it?" 


To listen to the remarks of genuine 


farmers, such as compose the 
Middlesex 


Xorlh Acricultural society one would infer 
that the commissioners appointed to look 
afic.rand kill cattle diseased with tubercu- 
losis are exceeding iheir authority or else 
the law regarding the animals tlius affected 
is decidedly unjust. 


The Middlesex North society advertised 


a meeting lo bb unld yesterday in the Clti- 
•ip.n's comuiiuee room to see if the 
society 


w i l l vote to build a graud sland und a. 
b u i l d i n g or buildings for cattle pens, ov 
either of them upon its fair pronnds, ac- 
cording to plans proposed or otherwise, 
and authorize ita treasurer to borrow a suf- 
ficient sum of money LO pay for the same. 


AL the appointed time yesterday there 


was no quorum present and no business 
could be transacted. 
It 
was- agreed 


to wait a while however, until a quorum 
could be obtained. 
The necessary number 


waa present beforp. adjournment and It was 
voled to raise 8300G for a new grand stand 
and other necessary repairs. 


During the interval between the ap"- 


pnintecl hour and the time when a quorum 
appeared the subject of the tuberculosis 
microbe and baclcuia scare was broached

"The argument used waa iu a nutshell, a 


protest against the wholesale slaughter of 
cattle supposed to he diseased,and the only 
thine a?ked for was that the test of the 
disease be made on the 
milk and not on 


cattle, for now if a cow is affected 
with 


tuberculosis in the throat or in any portion 
of ilie body It. is guner-Ally killed, "although 
Ihe disease may noi be serious. 


Kaid one member very truly: 
"If 
we 


were to examine everything we cat through 
a microscope, before efitiug it, 
we would 


not taste a thing until starved to it, for it 
is impossible to find a n y t h i n g not affected 
wil.\i some disease or otiier." 
Xearly all 


of the 
cattle and hogs killed have some 


little irregularity 'in their liver or lights,' 
and yet we cat them and are 
benefited 


rat her than injured." 


The member who said this is a reputable 


farmer and knows whereof be speaks. 


"Dv. Koch's remedy for consumption, 1 1 


said another member "was tried and found 
a failure, yet now we have the old disease 
under a new name aud in my opinion, the 
bacteria and tuberculosis- scare -is -all a 
farce. 
Why there are bacteria in the air 


and when we go out we inlmle them, and 
yet we ;ire enjoying good health." 


"In tlie old days," said another member, 


"the owner generally killed bis cow and 
buried it when it was sick. 
Nowadays, an 


inspector picks oul a cnw, calls it infected 
and administers tuberculin. 
The state 


pays SO cenla a cow for tuberculin and in 
nine cases out of ten the owner loses his 
co-.v besides. A farmer is a good judge of 
cows and knows when they are ill without 
the aid of a commissioner, tuburculin or 
anything else."

discussed the practice of injecting tubercu- 
lin into affected animals. Tuberculin ex- 
cites the disease if the animal is suffering 
from it and tho Farmers claim that when it

WASHINGTON, Dec. fcb.— The government 


of Spain, in an earnest doslro to avert tho 
threatened tariff warfare between Cuba 
find the United States, haa under serious 
and favorable consideration the cession to 
Cuba of tho privilege of tiTranginghar own 
revenue budget, including tariffs with tlio 
United States. This Cuban budget ia to 
bo subject bo the approval of Spain. 


Tho negotiations now progressing at 


Madrid are partly on these linea, bub the 
stato department authorities are proceed- 
ing nevertheless with their retaliatory 
plans, us they do not believe Spain's con- 
cessions to Cuba con bo carried out and 
made b0neilclal to us for some months to 
come. The significance of the matter in 
its commercial and political aspects is 
f uljy realized. 


It is aald that Spain will be careful not 


to reliiK|Ulah her sovereignty ovec tho 
island, nor to porniit this to become the 
first btcp toward Cuban Independence. 
For that reason, the contemplated privi- 
Joce will not includo full "homo rule." 
There will bo no Cuban parliament, with 
independent authority to moko laws, alm- 
ilar to Canada's colonial system under 
Great Britain. 


On the contrary, tho general purpose ifl 


to give Cuba advisory powers. Tho local 
oiTiuinls would take up the economic neces- 
sities of! the island, estimate tha needed 
revenua from, tariff duties and advise tho 
Spanish government of duties that should 
be levied and of other measures which 
oufrht to be dono in order to sacuro the 
best results for the island. 
"While Spain 


would thus retain complete sovereignty 
over Cuba, both commercial and political, 
it is BUggestcd that the home government 
would, as a rule, approve Cuba's revenue 
budgot with the United States. 


In tha present tension between Spain 


nnd tlio United States, tho Cubans are so- 
licitous of retaining their American mar- 
ket on sugar, and It is urged that for this 
reason the local 
olllclnls 
undoubtedly 


would advise a lowering of tariff duties 
against the United States, and it is be- 
lieved Spain's approval would almost cer- 
tainly follow.
